I have 
H 700m to myself, with a beautiful 
view down the hill to English Bay, 
and- across to the snow-capped 
mountains on the other side. In 
fact, everything is perfect. 

• The worlc isn't too bad, though 
I'm afraid I haven't woriicd nearly 
as hard as 1 should have, or nearly 
as hard as Vm going to work next 
t]crml E%'erybody was slightly 
■Riazed at my course (which Dr. 
"Thomson, incidentally, chose) — 
Jç.ench and German as majors, ajid 
Analytical and Organic Chemistry 
as fflbiors, with Maths I as an extra. 
I ; have twelve hours of Tecturei. 
and twelve hours of lab. a week, 
and I managed to arrange it so I 
don't have any 8.30 lectures at all 
and no consecutive lectures. 

It's rather fun having the Uni- 
versity out of town, because every- 
one ^rlngs a sandwich lunch ano 
cats it in the Oaf— the equivalent ot 
ovfe "Pit", only about eight times as 
large. What way everyone gets to 
know everyone else much better, 
an^ tniich quicker. The Caf Is right 
underneath the Auditorium, ana 
they very often have noon-hour en- 
tertainments for UÏ. Then every- 
one takes his limch up there, ana 
listens to Kenneth Spencer sing, or 
watches Lilavati, the Hindu dancer. 
They have what they call "Pep- 
meets"' before everything like a 
dance or a football game. Then they 
get an orchestra, and a master 01 
ceremonies, and cheer leaders, ana 
everyone is simply hilarious. AI 
these are pass-features. Part of the 
$13.00 that goes to (the Alma Mater 
Society out of our fees pays for it 
«11, and everyone has a paas with 
his photograph on it, to get admit' 
led. If We have to get tickets— like 
lor the Players' Club Christmas 
plays— we show our passes, and 
they are punched, so we can't get 
more than one ticket on the same 
pass for the same thing. Some ot 
ithe movie-theatres give us reduced 
rates, too, when we show our 
passes. 

Another thing that is cxtra-spe- 
cially nice about U.B.C. is the Brock 
Memorial Building. The only thing 
we have like it at McGill is the 
Men's Union, and that's not much 
good to us women. The Brock is a 
long, low, whito and green— well, 
you might call it a house. The main 
loiinfEe goes' right up to the roof, 
, and there is a balcony all round 
it Off this balcony are all the 
smaller offices— like the Students' 
Council Room, the Red Cross rooms, 
and so on. It's grand— everything's 
all together. There Is a gradiogram 
and a gramophone in the Lounge, 
and once or twice a week they have 
a musical appreciation hour, when 
they play Carnegie records, and 
someone commentates. AU the 
dances arc held in the Brock, but 
the floor is a little hard, or it hasn't 
enough spring, or something. Any> 
way, It's fun. 

• What amazes me is how mudi the 
students have done themselves. 
They've built the stadium, the gym, 
the auditorium, and the Brock and 
the Armoury, and repaired the' play- 
ing fleld, which, it teems, coat as 
much as building the stadiiun. And 
when you think that the Univer- 
aity has only been on that site for

Economy Club 
To Discuss 
Latin-Âmerica 

Hemispheric Unity 
To Be Considered 
By Speakers 

Ai the meeting of the Political 
Economy Club tomorrow eve- 
ning, William Hamovitch and 
Mcrvyn Weiner, third - year 
Commerce students, will hold a 
discussion on the "Non-Latin- 
American influences in Latin- 
America." The meeting is to be 
held in the Union Grill Room at 
8.00 p.m. tomorrow. 

Hamovitch will speak on the in- 
fluence of the United States from 
the time of the Monroe Doctrine, 
in the first part of the 19th Century, 
until Roosevelt's Good Neighbour 
Policy and the Rio dc Janeiro Con 
ference last month. Welner's talk 
will deal chiefly with the economic 
and the political Infltieneo .of Ger- 
many, Spain, Italy,* and^Grèat Brit- 
ain on Latln-Amcrica. It will in- 
clude from the time of the rise of 
the Nationalist Socialist party in 
the Axis countries until the prcS' 
ent World War, The Latin-Amerl 
can trade with these places, and the 
effect upon it by the war will be 
shown. The attitude of the people 
of Latin-America toward Pan- 
Americanism will also be dealt 
with. An open discussion will close 
the meeting. In the latter the des- 
tiny ot Latin-America And the 
question of the future unity of the 
Western Hemisphere will be debat- 
ed upon. The speakers intend that 
their talk will give a complete 
background to the Latin-American 
question.

"Joey" Jacobson, only recently 
appointed from, sergeant to flight 
sergeant, enlisted in the R.C.A.F. in 
July, 1040, and received his train- 
ing at Toronto, Rivers, Man,, and 
Mossbank, Sask. He went overseas 
in . May,. 1941, and was attached to 
a bomber squadron, making many 
flights over enemy occupied terri'

These may apply for scholar- 
ships under this plan,' and, if sue 
Gcssful. are entitled io take' one 
year at one of the exchange uni- 
versities without charge. The plan 
is open to both men and women stU' 
dents.,, .; _. .. :. UJç^^: 
: SCholanhips are. granted^ only 
when the candidate tindertakes to 
return to his own imlversity at the 
end of the year, and exchange is 
permitted only l>etwecn the four 
'Divisions' of the plan. These dlvi 
sions are arranged 'geographically, 
including aU universities 'in -the 
Federation. Thus exchange students 
from McGill would be permitted 
to take their scholarship year in 
any Canadian university except 
those In- Ontario and Quebec.

Magnificent Hoax 
Completely Fools 
Unwitting Sextet 



Yesterday saw the culmina- 
tion of a hoax that must go 
down in the history of McGill 
as one of the best ever per- 
petrated. So expert was It, in- 
deed, and so almost flawlessly 
worked out, that those who 
were the butts of the Joke were 
proud it was played upon them. 
. It all began a week ago. Six 
people, having chanced together 
in the Union, and finding noth- 
ing exciting to do, decided to 
create a little disturbance. This 
they did by entering a private 
room, against the owner of 
which they bore a grudge, and 
by piling his furniture against 
the.closed door. Then they made 
their exit through the window 
and down the fire escape, after 
managing to lock the window 
behind thcih. 

That Is quite a common type 
of Joke, but the reply on tne 
part ot the injured party and 
his allies was superb. 

On Monday last the six were 
summoned to the Union, and 
each was shown a subpoena in- 
forming him that he must be 
in the Circuit Court on Tues- 
day at ten o'clock, ignorance 
and Illness no excuse. These, 
when presented by a person 
who is a student in Law, and 
who could hardly be suspected 
of complicity in such a design, 
look very formidable, and most 
impressive. Each was charged 
with the same crime: that of 
being on a fire escape reserved 
for emergency, at a time when 
tliere was no emergency. 

There .was another subpoena, 
too.'It bore the name of a per- 
son who had already had a 
brush with the law, and for 
whom serious results might 
have followed upon his second 
apearanoe.in court. He was in 
oil the conspiracy however; his 
name had been included to 
make the whole sound mors 
plausible. 

Immediately the sympathy of 
the unwitting sextet veered 
upon him, Poor fellowl How 
terrible it would be if he had to 
stand trial, and had his hither- 
to only slightly smirched name 
dragged into the city newspap- 
i ers. For themselves they had 
no worries; indeed, they re- 
garded it as fine fun that they 
should have to go to court and 
stand trial; it would be 'a beau- 
tiful, experience. But the .poor 
other fellowl They were ready 
to perjure themselves to save 
him if necessary. (Meanwhile 
he, knowing it was all a hoax, 
■ thought that it was fine fiin 

too.) . ^}.-, '■: 

The now more or less peni- 
tent criminals were informed 
that all would be done to help 
them, that a lawyer would be 
engaged, and expenses pooled.

At the meeting of the STu- 
dcnls' Council yesterday, the 
budget of the Forge was reject- 
ed by a S to 4 vote. This bud- 
get called for a subsidy from 
the Students' Society of $160, 
which was to cover the cost of 
the second issue. 

"There will probably be an 
issue of the Forge next year." 
stated the editor, "but there will 
definitely not be another one 
during this session." Althoutih 
there were many excellent con- 
tributions, the -sales of the last 
issue were not ° sufficient to 
warrant another publication. 
The Forge was McGlll's only 
literary magazine and its con- 
tents were short stories and 
poems written by the students. 




Are Changed 

National Board 
Of Research to 
Grant Bursaries 



Following a policy of providing 
more adequate provision to assist 
the most promising of the new 
graduates in science, thc^ National 
Research^ Council has annoiuiced 
that its bursaries this year will be 
confined to these students instead 
of being awarded to persons- with 
one or more years of post-graduate 
research experience, as has been 
customary in the past. 

Applicants of this latter class will 
instead be eligible for Studentships, 
the number of which has been in- 
creased this year. 

Assistance to students of the 
graduating class proceeding. to^thelr 
first year of pi»t<^grâduaté*' research 
will be rendered by the Council 
in co-operation with Canadian uni 
verslties. The stipulation is that 
the university at which a Buisary 
is held shall waive or otherwise 
provide tuition fees. 

In announcing the change, the 
National Research Council stated 
that it had "considered the views 
expressed by eminent educational 
and research authorities that more 
adequate provision should be mad^ 
in Canada to assist the most prom 
ising new graduates in science to 
proceed with post-graduate train 
ing in research." 

Qualifications required are ; de- 
tailed in the- regulations governing 
the award, but applications, it has 
been stated, should be strictly con 
fined to candidates with outstand- 
ing records in all courses.

At last night's meeting of the 
Students'' Council, correspondenco 
was read from tlie' Editorial Board 
of the Forge, who presented a' 
budget for a proposed second issue 
which was to come out some time 
in March of this year. The finaa 
cial statement of the magazine 
reviewed, and after extended' 
cusslon, the motion to approve 
second issue of the Forge was de 
fcated by a small margin. Possibil- 
ities of . other issues in succeeding 
sessions were not considered, 

A report was given to the Cmiff 
cil on the abolishment by the Uni' ^ 
versity Senate of the short recessi' *!'* 
which has been held for the last 
five years around the beginning of. 
March. No additional information,'! 
other than that which appeared in 
a recent Daily editorial, * was ad- 
vanced. The Council will'recom' 
mend to the Senate that the abol* 
ishment be reconsidered by them at 
the appropriate time.

The Nazi Method 

Along with tho tank, the dive bomber, 
and the inccndiar>', one of the most effec- 
tive weapons of modern war has proved to 
be that mobile, muscular oppcndago at- 
taclicd to tlie inside of tl»e lower jaw. The 
Axis powers have become very adept in its 
two uses— when it is movinR and when it 
is still. 

The latter of these methods— the silent 
tongue— is well known to us through its 
employment in the "War of Nerves." 
While of late the cnigniatic bear of the 
Kremlin has been using it to good advant- 
age, tho southern partner of the Axis has 
discovered that a taciturn tongue is very 
often belter than the wagging variety 
when there is nothing in rescn-e to b.ick 
up its preposterous pronunciamcntos. 

The Germans are astute propagandists. 
When at war with a countrj', they make 
a sur\'cy of likely channels through which 
to spread disaffection, fear and stibvorsive 
doctrines. And, being astute propagand- 
ists, they know that one safe bet is usually 
the person of receptive and highly intelU' 
gent mind who has— unfortunately for the 
victim— not yet learned that discrimina- 
tion is the greater part of wisdom. This 
being tho case, it is a foregone conclusion 
that universities and their students will bo 
one of the principal objects of the propa- 
,gandn barrage. 

In Canada and at McGill, at the pres- 
ent time, students are being subjected to 
as intense a campaign as is possible with- 
out exciting too much activity on the part 
of the R.C.M.P. Partly because of this 
latter factor, and partly because the pro- 
pagandists realize that a more open cam- 
paign would be less effective— as certain 
friends of the omnipresent bear have had 
cause to discover — the dirty work takes 
the form of a whispering campaign. Tho 
Nazis seem to have rediscovered the truth 
of Shakespeare's old phrase, "Rumor doth 
double, like the voice and the echo, the 
numbers of tho fear'd." 

We have all at one time or another 
heard various stories which in an insidious 
manner attempt to cast an aura of doubt 
upon the strength of our forces, the re- 
, sponsibility and loyalty of our leaders, or 
M'the efficiency of our wartime production, 
gv'iSuch rumors concern the oUcged antiquity 
{of army tanks, or tho uselessncss of anti- 
tank gims and rifles, or the inadequate and 
slipshod manufacture of training planes. 
Others may tell of the man. who has his 
secret short wave radio hidden in his 
piano, of tho Fifth Columnist unappre- 
hended by the R.C.^}.P. -who has sabo- 
taged whole thousands of new rifles. Still 
jothera may speak darkly o*f tho profita 
certain parties in the government are tak- 
. ing out of war contracts, or of the sinking 
:of troopships not admitted by this auth- 
• briUes. 

Whenever yoii" hear one of these tales, 
give a moment's thought before you pass 
^v,%".on as coming from "one who should 
ikriow," and ask yourself, "Who said so?" 
^Tiy to authenticate one of these tales, and 
V you'll find that it's impossible to locate the 
; source — as impossible as finding the begin- 
ning or end of a circle. 

If, through any slip-up on the part of 
the astute myth manufacturer, you should 
be able to put your finger on thè source 
of tho story, block the breach by reporting 
it to the R.C.M.P. or other authorities. 
Canada will be most obliged to you for the 
information.

We have done with James Joyce, and our 
next man to consider is William Faulkner, an 
American. ..The reason for discussing him here 
Is that his work is one of the outstanding ex- 
amples of that kind of art we have chosen to 
call "the fusion of symbolism and naturalism," 
which it Is the thesis of this column to estab- 
lish aa the most important trend In modem 
fiction. 

Faulkner takes his place along with Dreiser 
and Lewis, that school of novelists "subject* 
ing America to a marciless scrutiny and trying 
to bring her to an understanding of herself." 
Towards this end they had to break with the 
English heritage, and as Dreiser turned to 
Zola, so the younger writers of this group have 
turned to Proust and the Parisian writers of 
English. Thus Faulkner may be looked upon 
as a literary descendant of those "older writers 
in Engliih who had so long worked and quar< 
reled with Uraditlon in the French capital that 
they had evolved types of experiment pecul- 
iarly their own— Mr. James Joyce and Miss 
Gertrude Stein.*' 

From this it mqy seem that we are again 
championing an underdog, and to some extent 
that is true, Faulkner has failed of wide ap- 
preciation in this country because he has set 
himself in opposition to all admirers ot the 
obvious, the wholesome and the natural in tic- 
tion. And yet the fact remains that he has a 
considerable following. His genius is such that 
he enthralls and fascinates thousands who, in 
spite of his difficulties and faults, will turn to 
"The Sound and the Fury" and "Absalom, Ab- 
salom!" in preference to books of more normal 
cast But regardless of his royalties, we are 
discussing him here for his artistry, for his 
place in this trend of the fusion ot symbolism 
and naturalism. 

Out of violence that is at first sight Incred- 
ible, in its horror and variety, and with char» 
aeters as grotesque as' those of Dostoievsky, 
Faulkner has contrived to fashion novels that 
are as genuinely works of literature as they 
are unmistakably American. He is a second 
Edgar Allan Poc. But instead of an imaginary 
world peopled with bodiless essences, he deals 
with an actual Mississippi. In the words of 
J. W. Beach: "Faulkner's world is a real coun- 
try; farmers' shacks and ruinous mansions and 
negro huts among the cotton fields and pig 
pons, the ditches and bpttom lands and pine 
ridges, rutted and dusty roads, gallerled and 
crossroad stores and courthouse squares and 
bungalows among magnolias and wisteria. His' 
people are farmers and lawyers, merchants and 
bootleggers, horse-traders and preachers, poor 
whites and negroes and people ot long estab- 
lished social standing, deep in the struggle to 
maintain themselves against nature and the 
trickery of men, ridden with greed and lust 
and pride and fear, burdened with guilt and 
madness, and spurred on, many of th«m, by 
desperate obsessions of Ideal good. Over them 
hang tlië leaden skies ot past glory and present 
ruin. And pressing on them from all sides are 
the insoluble problems of caste and race; with 
hordes of poor whites living like beasU, and 
the countless race ot half-breeds whom the 
tides of white and black blood pull asunder 
with opposing impulses." 

Such is Faulkner's aubject matter; such Is 
the realistic or naturalistic screen upon which 
he paints his pictures of mystery and horror. 
He has so far written about « dozen novels, 
some of them socially quite significant, and all 
of them' based on this morbid theme of degen- 
eracy.. But there |^is^no:mmoto^ in his work; 
each book adds scveral'Mw'turns to the screw, 
and the rush and incandescence of his writing, 
though Identifying everyUiing he produces, Is 
always colorful and never tiresome. 

His technique of story-telling is round- 
about and riddling, with the most brazen ne- 
glect of chronological sequence, and the most 
wanton use of every trick for confusing the 
reader. In many respects he is like Conrad, 
but his complete and uUer disrespect of the 
reader is something that the older writer 
would never have attempted. It is remarkable. 
ho^vever, that regardless ot the ditflculties in 
his prose so many people find Faulkner a 
writer whose books are not easily laid aside. 

The reason, probably, is hU imagination and 
his style, for both are immensely brilliant. In 
telling his story, he is tireless in exploring 
every nook and cranny of situation and psy- 
chology. From the first word he knows how 
to intrigue and enthrall his audience. And just 
as important Is his penchant for "fine writing," 
for tho precious and strained and euphulsllc 
in- style. His fear of the obvious and simple 
carries him to such extremes that he makes 
himself ridiculous somewhere in almost every 
book he has written. But in spite ot its ab- 
surdities and affectations, Faulkner's style "is 
a thing ot prodigious force and splendor, per- 
haps the most remarkable ot our day if we 
judge by sheer brilliancy, by richness and ex- 
pressiveness in characterisation and descrip- 
tion." And these very quallUes of his style 
superimposed on the gloom and malevolence of 
his subject matter arc what make hli writing 
great litis is the symbolic representation of 
natwalira, «rf^^.»^ grammar and the 

melodramatic fustian of his prose cfii be dis- 
regarded In face of the greater beauty of the 
poetic creaUon taken as a whole.

Quixotic in Itf inception, gloriously absurd 
In its presentation, 'Out of the Frying Pan,' to 
be presented by tho McGUl. Players Club on 
February 19, 30, and 21 might aptly be termed 
the nightmare of a theatrical producer. 

The utter futility of its dialogue and the 
mockery ot its situations make for a button- 
popping, slde<spllttlng presentation which can- 
not help but excite laughter. 
' Francis Swann has here gathered together 
a group of characters which each by itself is 
a caricature ot à well-known typj; of Ameri- 
can. There is Mr. Kenny, the theatrical mag- 
nate extraordinary, in his secret hideaway, 
with hia own hands preparing the most dell- 
clous and outrageous dishes ever to find their 
place on a menu. There is Norman, the wild 
eyed genius, strutting the stage with a perfect 
abandon, and MIscha Auer-like simplicity. And 
there is Dottle, the biby-volced starry-eyed 
creature whose heart Is in the right place, but 
whose mind doesn't appear to be. And of 
course we mustn't forget Kate, the ultra- 
sophUticate, who bubbles wit %nd wladom with 
nonchalance and determination. 

These are only a few of the ingredients 
which Swann has mixed together. He appears 
to have gathered an assortment of parts suffi 
ctent for at least a dozen plays, given them a 
gentle twirl, and the outlandish 'Out of the 
Frying Pan' it the result Much like Mr. 
Kenny's Gumbo It contains a little of every- 
thing. It's a whole show in one reel. Love, 
death, the boarding-house landlady, all are de- 
picted with the broad scrawling strokes ot thé 
matter pen. 

Few plays approach the genius for climax 
and anti-climax that 'Out ot the Frying Pan' 
doet. - It is chock full ot them. But that is one 
ot the beauties of thé. play. One never knows 
what 'next Ito' expect but whatever it is, it is 
bound to take the breath away.

Professor Carson compared^past 
wars to the present war^^'saying 
that while formerly the stomach of 
an army was all-important now It 
was secondary to the importance of 
war equipment Naturally the im- 
portence of war equipment leads td 
the great necessity for mctels. 
Alloys 

But Professor Carson made it 
clear hat it is not the metals them- 
selves that arc of such great 'im- 
portance in the fabrication of war 
materials, but rather the alloys of 
metels. Indeed, Professor Carson re* 
, minded his listeners that such was 
also the case in our everyday lives. 
Alloys are infinitely more useful In 
war materials because of their addi- 
tional strength and the capability 
of filling tho exact specifications of 
the designer. 

The Importenco of attention to dis* 
tell v^as also stressed. It was im< 
portant that all alloys used in war 
materials be made to definite speci- 
fications. To détermine accuracy, 
chemical analysis is essential. Tho 
strength and pliancy of the alloy 
must be tested In every way. The 
altoy 'must also be submitted to 
visual examination to ascertain the 
absence of surface defects. Alx>vé 
all, it must must fit perfectly the 
specifications of. the designer. Pro- 
fessor Carson concluded by saying 
that this process in precision and 
accuracy mut be gone through In 
order to make our war machines 
little better than those of the 
enemy.

^Uuvmity, government and pub- 
lic ^librarlea now pireferj^^to;. employ 
women who have "diversity de- 
grees. Library work is highly diver- 
sified. The small town library is 
a community centre in which the 
librarian is hostess i and friend, as 
well as consultant on all maimer of 
subjects. Use cateloguer or refer- 
ence worker In a government or 
imlversiiy library niay do purely 
clerical work, or may require high- 
ly specialized knowledge In cue 
field. There have been ntunerous 
openings in government libraries 
recently. 

Women who make " psychology 
their major subject of study can 
secure posts as psychiatrists In men- 
tal health clinics, where.thelr work 
consists chiefly In giving mental 
«04 iMtQing necoffdi^ et as Mt 



pcrvisors of classes for sub-normal 
children in the schools of our larger 
cities. Psychologists are, employed 
also In nursbg schools and In juven- 
ile court work. 

Women biologists and chemisb 
readily find employment in gov- 
ernment hospital or public health 
laboratories, or In the experimen- 
tal laboratories of large industrial 
and commercial concerns. There is 
too a small number of openings for 
women in natural history museums. 

In some professions Canadian wo- 
men are still pioneering." We have, 
as yet few women lawyers and few 
women medical doctors. There are, 
however, in each of these fields two 
or three outstanding women- who 
have climbed to the top of /their 
particular professional ladder In 
spite ■ of : ' public prejitdice; ' The 
churches have been slow to admit 
women te the study of theology; 
most of those who have theological 
training are missionaries, social 
workers, of dcaconnesses. 

There are numerous other occu- 
pations -in which university women 
are competing favourably with 
those who have only professional 
or technical' training. Chief among 
these are household Klènee, social 
work,' nursing, - occupational ther 
apy, and, of course, business. Jour- 
nalism and advertising too offer 
good opportunities to the graduât 
with an Interest in people and af 
fairs, keen powers of observation, 
and a racy style. •
